A* Contended ind Acted Upon by the 


Treasury Department, and Not on 


August i, as Claimed by Burr 


and Hardwiclc. 


WASUIXQTOS, June 8.—Before leav- 


ing lor Richmond yesterday, Chief- 
Juatice Fuller filed with Clerk McKeo- 
ney o£ the supreme court text of the 
opinion of the court in the case o£ the 
United States vs. Burr and Hurdwick, 
the decision of which wns announced 
lust Monday, determining the date 
upon which the new tariff law went 
into effect—the only question at issuo. 
The contention of the importers was 
that the language of section 1 of the 
act, fixing Adjust 1, 18U4, as the date 
of its taking effect, was free i'rom all 
ambiguit3' and obscurity, that there 
was no room for construction, and that 
thu court was imperatively bound to 
conclude tliat it was the intention ol 
congress that the act should have a re- 
trospective operation as of August 1, 
although it did not become a law un- 
til August L'8. 


"It Is conceded," soys the chief jus- 


tice, "that the general rule is that 
'words in a statute ought not to have 
a retrospective application unless they 
are so clear, stroug and imperative 
that po other meaning can be annexed 
to tlieui, or unless the intention of the 
legislature cannot he otherwise satis- 
tied,' ami that the usual course in 
tariJY legislation has been, iuusiuuch 
as some 
time is necessary to ena- 


ble importers and business men to 
act understandingly, to fix a future 
.late at \vhicli the statutes arc tu be- 
come operative. 
The question is not 


one of construction, but of intention 
as to the operative effect of this act in 
view of the existence of the particular 
date in suction 1. In view of the ffcn- 
cral rule aud the admitted policy iu 
respect of such laws, is there anything 
ou the face of the fact which raises 
such a doubt iu the matter as justifies 
Uie court in considering whetlier the 
language used 
in 
thut 
particular 


section must be literally applied in the 
case before it? 
A ml upon1 the thresh- 


old we are met '•> ah the fnct that the 
act of October i, 1990, was not repealed 
iu terms until August 28, 1384, and 
that tho repealing section of the latter 
net kept in force every ripht, and lia- 
bility of the government, or of any 
persou, which had been incurred or ac- 
uftied prior to the passage thereof, and 
thereby every such right or liability 
was exccpted out of the effect sought 
to be givcu to the first section, 


"The right of the government to du- 


ties under the tariff law which existed 
between August I and August !J8 was 
u riffht accruing prior to tlie passage 
of the act of 1SW (that is, the date 
when the bill became a law); and the 
obligation of the importers between 
August 1 and August 23 to pay the du- 
ties on their entries under the exist- 
ing tariff law was a liability under 
that law arising prior to the passage 
of the aet 1S94; and 
if congress in- 


tended that section 1 should relate 
back to August ], still the intention is 
quite at. apparent that the act of Octo- 
ber, 1800, should remain in full force 
and effect until tho passage of tho new 
bet on August 28, and that all aots 
done, rights accrued, and liabilities In- 
curred under tho earlier act, prior lo 
the repeal, should bo aavod from tho 
effect thereof, as to all partlos inter- 
ested, the United States Inoludod. 


"The original URsesnmont of duty

fusion and mischief to the contrary.' 


Availing himself in the considcra 


tion of the case of the light afforded 
by the history of the steps taken in 
the enactment of the law, as disclosed 
by the legislative records, the chief 
justice concludes: 


"Hotli houses intended that the du- 


ties imposed by section 1 and the addi- 
tions made to tho list in section 2 
should not taku effect except nt a 
point of time after the passage of the 
act. On the first date of August the 
duties prescribed by the first section 
of the act of 1SS4 could not be law- 
fully levied, and so far as the importa- 
tions in the case are concerned aud 
others similarly situated, the law re- 
quired the exaction of the duties pre- 
scribed by the act of 1890."

tho accumulation 
of 
wealth among 


urban workers has been greatly more 
than that among rural workers, a fact 
which Mr. Mulhall thinks explains the 
influx of population into towns and cities 
In a sorioH ol llgureu Mr. Mulhnll shows 
that tho "riso in woalth and increase in 
wages came utmost hand in hand.'' 
In 


dealing with the development of farm 
values, he makes tho following state- 
ment: "If tho United States had no 
urban population or industries whatever 
the advance of agricultural interests 
would bo enough to claim tho admira- 
tion of mankind, for it has no parallel in 
history." 


Tho following IH tho final paragraph of 


Mr, MulhuH'a most instructive article: 


"In conclusion, I havo only to repeat

Lovejoy Day. 


Whit was and will be Lovejoy day 


waecolebrated^.in Alton last Sunday. 
This fact brings to our attention the 
remarkable change that has taken place 
in public sentiment touching the great 
question to which Lovejoy's life was 
sacrificed. Lovejoy was the proprietor 
and editor of an anti-slavery paper in 
Alton and was killed by a mob Nov. 7, 
1837. 
Public sentiment was in favor of 


slavery at that time and intensely op- 
posed to discussing ths question from 
the standpoint of freedom. 
Slavery was 


proclaimed as a divine institution from 
many pulpits, and the 
Holy 
Bible 


was 
referred 
to 
to 
support that 


position. 
Prejudice 
denied 
men thB 


right to teach that slavery was wrong. 
It was under such conditions that Love- 
joy conducted a newspaper devoted to 
freedom. He was repeatedly ordered 
by citizens of Alton to stop his publica- 
tion, but he defied them by continuing 
it. Finally tho feeling became so in- 
tense that a mob was organized to throw 
his type and presses into the river 
They appeared before his office, 
A few 


friends stood by Lovejoy. Shots were 
lirod. The result was that Lovejoy was 
killed and his presses captured 
anc 


clumped into tho river, and many ol 
the mob went home to praise God thai 
a bad man had been removed from 
earth, It seems strange to this genera 
tion that prejudice could be carried so 
far. Thut this generation believes thai 
Lovejoy was right and that tho mob 
and tho public that sympathized with 
it was wrong, is attested by tho celebra- 
tion at Alton last Sunday. This change 
in sentiment has taken place in less than 
GO years. 
In fact 
public 
sentiment 


stood radically changed when the lasl 
gun of tho civil war wus fired in 1865. 


This should admonish us that preju 


dice is a dangerous guido, and yet tho 
present generation is as susceptible to 
the machinations of demagogues as tho 
generation was 
which killed Lovojoy 


and mobbed hundreds of other mon who 
hud tho courage to raiso their voices 
against human slavery. No American 
citizen can afford to permit his preju- 
dices to govern him. It is a good deal 
harder to follow cool and deliberate 
judgment, which in public affairs takes 
a]mun beyond himself and into the con- 
sideration of tho welfare of 
all tho 


people, than it is to allow some design- 
ing person, or some demagogue or agita 
tor, to mislead along the medium of 
prejudice, but it pays better in the long 
run and withul is always honest. 


SENATOR TELLER says if the Republi- 


cans nominate a gold-bug candidate for 
president tho Ropublicans will desert 
tho standard by the thousands. He 
might havo added that if tho Ropubli- 
cans nominate a h'ut money candidate 
for president, which they will not do un 
dor 
any 
circumstances, Republicans 


would louvo tho standard not by thous 
ttnds but by millions. The chances are 
tho Kopublicuus will not be forced to 
nominate either a gold bug or a silver 
monouiotullist for president. There are 
a grout many available mon in tho Re- 
publican party who are in favor of hon- 
oat money, every dollar of which is as 
good as every other dollar to buy with.

St. Louis Globe-Democrat: The Dem- 


ocratic papers are pointing with glee to 
the improvement in business, and claim- 
ing that it is due to the influence of the 
Dew tariff law; but the truth is that 
this improvement ia ensuing in spite of 
that measure, and not because of it. In 
looking for the cause of the revival of 
trade and industry, it is necessary to go 
to other than 
Democratic 
sources. 


The depression began, it will be remem- 
bered, soon after the present Adminis- 
tration came in, and grew worse from 
month to 
month until last Novem- 


ber, when the Republicans carried the 
election, and the belief became general 
that a Republican president would be 
chosen in 1896. 
Up to that time, theie 


had been no definite sign of returning 
prosperity. All the agencies of produc- 
tion and traffic were in a crippled and 
precarious condition. Men wero afraid 
to invest money in business enterprises; 
apprehension of disaster prevailed every- 
where, and nobody was disposed to take 
the chances of what might be done by 
the party in power. Democratic rule 
had the effect of practically paralyzing 
the energies of the people. They found 
their interests at the mercy of mis- 
chievous forces, and their only method 
of protection was to do as little business

TO SAVE BAILBOAD MEN. 


A National Act 'Will Oolnto Effec 


for That Purpose July 1. 


July 1 there will go into effect an ac 


to promote tho safety of employes an 
travelers upon railroads, which declares 


It shall be unlawful for any railroac 


company to use any car in inter-stat 
commerce that is not provided w;th ae 
cure grab irons or hand holds in thi 
ends and Hides of each car for greate 
security to men in coupling and uncoup 
ling cars. After July 1, 1893, uo cars 
either loaded or unloaded, shall be usei 
in inter-atate traffic which do not comply 
with the standard height of drawbars 
for freight cars. 


Secretary Mosely of the Inter-State 


Commerce Commission, says the rail 
roads are or will bo ready to comply 
with both provisions of the law. Al 
cars have been provided with secure 
grab irons or hand holds, and the stand 
ard height for drawbars for freight cars 
has been determined to he 34!^ inches 
for standard gauge railroads in the 
United States; maximum variation from 
that standard height to be allowed be 
tween the drawbars of empty and loaded 
cars, both for standard and 
narrow 


gauge railroads in the United States 
three inches. 
This law was the out- 


come of persistent effort in congress and 
repeated recommendations sent to con- 


resa by the president for legislation for 


the protection of the lives of railroad 
employes. It was stated by the presi- 
dent that during ono year alone 369 
braketnen were killed and 7,8il maimed 
while engaged in coupling cars; that the 
;otal number of railroad employes killed 
during the year was 2,451 and tho num- 
ber injured 22,300.

New Attorney General Has 


Views on Finance. 


ADD IS FEARLESS IH STATING THEM. 


He Wanti the American Dollar to be as 


Qood ai Anybody'! Dollar, and that 


Cannot be Maintained Under 


Frei Coinage of Silver. 


June 12.—The new at- 


torney general has views upon the 
financial question, and believes thero 
Is no impropriety in expressing them. 
He made a speech on "Money" at the 
banquet given la Cincinnati, March 4, 
to Representative Bellamy Storer, and 
the opinions there ezpresed were re- 
iterated yesterday by the new attor- 
ney general. He said: 


I want the American dollar to be 


just as good as anybody else's dollar, 
and with that qualification I do not 
care what It Is made of. But in the 
present situation it seems to me mere 
Jolly to talk about the free coinage of 
•liver. The only way we float the sil- 
ver we now have is by attaching an 
Implied greenback to every sliver dol- 
lar; or In other words by the govern- 
ment promising to redeem it with a 
gold dollar. 
Is it not necessary to 


keep the two equal? If there were 
jfree 
and 
unlimited 
coinage 
of 


silver the 
government 
could not 


keep 
the 
two 
metals 
on 
a 


parity very long, and the result would 
be, by the law of money that has been 
settled from the time that man has 
had money, the gold would all disap- 
pear, and there would be only a silver 
basis. It would be possible, as ha? 
been the case in tho history of the 
world, that silver might at some time 
have 
more necessary qualities of 


'money than gold; of that nobody can 
Bay. 
Ihit it has not now, and, there- 


fore, it cannot be used as money with- 
out n limitandslde-by-side with gold." 


"Do you believe in having an inter- 


national conference in regard to the 
matter?" 


"Yes. 
But we cannot tell exactly 


liow an international agreement might 
nffect it 
It would to a certain ex- 


tent, but until governments can con- 
trol the laws of debt there is a limit 
to the 
ePEcct \vhich 
international

SHIPPING OF HEN AND ARMS TO GDBA 


From American Porto Must be Pre- 


vented, and Yet There are Serious 


Difficulties in the Way of the 


Performance of that Duty. 


WASUINGTOX, June 12.—The state de- 


partment is co-operating 
with the 


navy department in preventing filibus- 
tering expeditions from Jeaviug the 
United States to aid the Cuban rebels. 
In addition to ordering the United 
States sJiipRaleigh to guard the south- 
ern coast to look out for filibustering 
craft, Secretary Olney of the state de- 
partment has asked the treasury de- 
partment to aid in preventing filibus- 
terers fro;» shipping arms, men and 
ammunition from southern ports to 
the Cuban rebels. 


The Spanish minister, Senor Dupuy 


de Lome, has hod several interviews 
with Secretary Olney during the post 
two days on the subject, and has com- 
municuted to him the information fur- 
nished by his agents, who are sta- 
tioned along the southern seacoastand 
at New York. 


The delicacy of the situation makes 


it difficult for the United Stales gov- 
ernment to act effectively. 


As pointed out in these dispatches | 


some weeks ago, the mere fact that a 
vessel has arms aboard is not prima 
facie evidence that these arms are in- 
tended for the 
Cuban rebels, and 


would not be so regarded even if the 
vessel clcaied for Cuban ports. 
The 


most indisputable proof must be ob- 
tained that the arms are to be deliv- 
ered to those who will use them 
against a country 
friendly to the 


United States before United States 
customs officers can interfere. 


This proof 1& very dillicult to obtain 


and already the United States has a 
suit on hand for seizing arms on a ves- 
'sel which it was charged at the time 
were intended for the Cuban cause. 


Nevertheless the United States can 


not disregard the warning of the Span- 
ish minister, as we are on friendly 
terms with Spain and cannot omit all 
proper precautions to prevent any act 
by our citizens which Spain could re- 
gard as unfriendly.
